2in.7S1 in wages, and 1 4.21 fl in the number of persons employed. 

The Labor Commissioner of New York reports that in sixty-six estab- 
lishments in that State there was an increase of 70 per cent In the number 
of employed in lSN over the number employed in ISM, and during the first, 
two years of McKinley's administration the employes of those establish- 
ments received In wages eight millions of dollars more than during the four 
years of Cleveland's administration. The New York Commissioner also re- 
ports that at the end of September, 18i»0, only 1.7 per cent of the working peo- 
ple of New York were unemployed. That was a showing which induced the 
Democratic New York World to say: 

'How much these simple figures mean of prosperity! How much they 
mean of happiness in the home lives of hundreds of thousands! How 
much they mean of welfare for the country! What a warning they hold for 
politicians who would start another 'calamity campaign!' "
